sue. These in- 

cluded White House conferences. 

What was talked privately by 
the moderates from the border 
states, such as North Carolina, 
Florida and Tennessee, was 
whether Gov. Faubus had blight- 
ed the possibilities of -presiden- 
tial discussion. 

What had Gov. Faubus prom- 
ised Dwight D. Eisenhower when 
he emerged from the conference 
he had sought and.said that he 
accepted the Supreme Court de- 
cision as the law of the land and 
that he and the people of Arkan- 
sas were law abiding and would 
comply? 

Did he mean just that at the 
time? Did something happen after 
he reached home to change his 
mind? Did he have any real] in- 
tention of acceptance? Or, did he 
seek the conference merely to 
dramatize himself? 


These were some of the ques- 
tions asked. 


There were others. 


The Moderates 


While the Governors’ Confer- 
ence was in the hands of the mod- 
erates, the Deep South chief ex- 
ecutives made it plain all along 
they did not think a White House 
conference would “do any good.” 

Some of them were. asking 
questions about Gov. Faubus, too. 


It suddenly has dawned upon 
them that before Gov. Faubus 
made his move there was no 
great pressure on the South. In- 
tegration was proceeding slowly 
and was entirely confined to the 
border states. In Gov. Faubus’ 
own state a number of smaller 
cities already had integrated, al- 
most without notice. 

But Gov. Faubus had, 
were saying, ‘‘asked for it.” 

He had stood on the vacation 
White House steps and declared 
he accepted the court decision as 
law and would comply. But the 
more suspicious among the ar- 
dent segregationists are begin- 
ning to say that having § so 
pledged, he then refused to com- 
ply and forced the Federal Court 
to issue an order of immediate 
compliance. Whether there would 
have been any disorder had he 
not called out the troops and for 
18 tumultuous days made Little 
Rock and the school an emotion- 
al focus of attention, one will 
never know. But his policy made 
violence inevitable, once he did 
comply. 

At any rate, one staff member 
from South Carolina reportedly 
has said that Gov. Faubus has 
wiped out 10 years which the 
South might otherwise have had 
for legal delay. In the states there 
are some who believe this was 
Faubus’ real intent . . , to pre- 
cipitate federal intervention. 
‘“‘Why else would he say he was 
for integration and then block 
it?”’ they ask. 


Political Accident 


In Arkansas they say, “No, Or- 
val ain’t that smart. He got in on 
a political accident and he was 
just trying to assure himself of 
re-election.” 

The President will, of course, 
agree to any meeting looking to- 
ward legal decisions. 

But it is obvious the White 
House feels Gov. Faubus didn’t 
do all he promised on that day in 
his talk with the Chief Executive. 

As defiance persisted in Little 
Rock the President said merely 
he was ‘“‘disappointed.’’ 

For the more accurate esti- 
mate of White House feelings 
about Gov. Faubus we have Vice 
President Nixon’s statement of 
Thursday: 

“Gov. Faubus,” he said, “‘must 
bear the major responsibility for 
the disgraceful state of affairs in 
Little Rock.” 

Mr. Nixon amplified his re- 
marks, saying the President had 
no other course in Little Rock 
since there was open and violent 
defiance of the court order, which 
local law could not contain. 


For the time being, at least, 
Gov. Faubus is not quite trusted 
or understood by anyone. 


The President will, of course, 
hold any conference which prom- 
ises results. 

But it is likely Gov. Faubus has 
made such meetings more dif- 
ficult. 

His real role and purpose are 
not yet plain.

Governors 
Pick Collins 
Over Griffin

SEA ISLAND, Sept. 25—Gov. 
LeRoy Collins of Florida was 
elected chairman of the Southern 
Governors Confereuce here 
Wednesday after a _ backstage 
effort to nominate Georgia’s Gov. 
Marvin Griffin collapsed. 

Collins’ victory was interpreted 
by some here as a victory for 
“‘moderate”’ forces on the segre- 
gation issue. 

COLLINS’ GRADUALISM 


Ordinarily the conference chair- 
manship is considered strictly 
honorary and carries with it no 
overtones of political significance. 

However, this year’s vote was 
being watched with particular in- 
terest because of Collins’ open 
plea for gradualism in a speech 
before the conference Monday. 

Opposition to Collins apparently 
centered on Griffin because of the 
Georgia governor’s clear pro- 
segregation stand. Griffin cer- 
tainly showed no signs here of 
“politicking” for the office. 
COMMITTEE SPLIT 

Two days ago, it was being 
generally assumed that Collins 
would be elected chairman. 
Wednesday morning, however, it 
was reported that the nomjnating 
committee was split on the mat- 
ter. 

Members of the committee were 
Govs. Frank G. Clement of Ten- 
nessee, Ear! K. Long of Louisiana, 
and Thomas B. Stanley of Vir- 
ginia. Long and Stanley were said 
to be backing Griffin for a time. 

The impasse apparently was 
ended when Clement, chairman of 
the committee, urged the other 
members not to embarrass either

HAS THE POWER 


“If they interrupt about one 
more of his golf games he is like- 
ly to institute military courts- 
martial to try everybody,” Rus- 
sell said wryly. 

There is no physical limitation 
on the power of the President to 
“control any situation by military 
might,” he added. 

Russell repeated his assertion 
of last night -that Eisenhower had 
no constitutional authority to send 
troops into the Little Rock situ- 
ation. 

“There is a difference between 
lawful exercise of power and raw 
power,’ he said. “‘This was raw 
power. Using it this way, the 
President could institute a dic- 
tatorship if he wanted to.” 


PRIVATE SUIT 


The Georgia senator said there 
can be no question about the 
President’s inherent power to en- 
force a federal court order when 
the United States is a party to 
the suit. 

The Little Rock school integra- 
tion case, however, was a suit 
between private individuals, and 
“the United States was not a 
party to it,” Russell pointed out. 

“Il abhor mob violence, and. | 
abhor the use of military torce,”’ 
the senator declared as he em- 
phasized that he could not find 
any provision in the Constitution 
that authorizes the President’s 
action. 

Asked what alternative Eisen- 
hower had in view of the unruly 
crowds at Little Rock, Russell 
said in his opinion there was a 
“clear alternative” of letting local 
authorities handle the situation. 

“In my opinion the local po- 
lice would have restored order,”

SEA ISLAND, Sept. 25—A com- 
mittee of Southern governors was 
formed Wednesday to meet with 
President Eisenhower and Gov. 
Orval Faubus of Arkansas in an 
effort to get federal troops out of 
Arkansas “‘at the earliest possible 
moment.”’ 

President Eisenhower, at his 
Newport, R.I., vacation retreat 
agreed to meet early next week 
with the five-man governor's com- 
mittee, but Gov. Faubus was not 
included. 


The White House said Faubus 
does not figure in plans for such 
a meeting. 

“GRAVE CONCERN” 

The committee, which includes 
Georgia’s Gov. Griffin, was au-, 
thorized: by the 16-state Southern 
Governors Conference which 
termed the Little Rock integration 
crisis ‘‘a matter of grave con 
cern.”’ 

“It is imperative that a con. 
structive solution be found,’’ the 
conference declared in a resolu- 
tion at Wednesday’s closing ses- 


sion. 


“A committee of this confer- 
ence, appointed by its chairman, 
should request a conference or 
conferences with the President 
and the governor of Arkansas, 
separately or jointly, seeking the 
withdrawal of federal troops from 
Arkansas at the earliest possible 
moment,” the resolution § de- 
clared. 

In addition to Gov. Luther 
Hodges, of North Carolina, and 
Griffin, the committee includes 
Gov. Frank J. Clement of Tennes- 
see, Gov. LeRoy Collins of Flori- 
da and Gov. Theodore R. McKel- 
din of Maryland, a Republican. 


ONE OPPOSED 


The makeup of the committee 
is decidedly ‘‘moderate’’ on the 
integration issue. Only Griffin is 
an outspoken champion of segre- 
gation.

Robert's daddy didn’t leave him. As week after week drags by 
John Spierer sits at his son's bedside around the clock, leaving 


only for a few minutes at a time. 
Spierer has let his job slide, 


although his employer, an elec- 


tronics firm, still pays part of his salary. 

“Suppose he did say something anc I wasn’t there to hear it,” 
the mild-mannered father said today. “He asked me not to leave 
him, and if he sees me there he knows I have hope that he is 


going to live.” 


Most of the time Robert is in a coma. But sometimes his eyes 
open and he stares blankly at his father. 

Robert, injured in a bike accident July 9, was taken to Long 
Island Jewish Hospital and seemingly recovered rapidly. He was 
discharged after two weeks and went home. 

Then, on Aug. 2, came the cry in the night. 

Back in the hospital neuro-surgeons operated on the brain

Teamster Indicted 
In Perjury Case 


NEW YORK, Sept. 25 (UP)— 
The AFL-CIO top command issued 


an ultimatum to the 1,400,000- 
member Teamsters Union today 


to get rid of James E. Hoffa and 
other allegedly corrupt leaders in 
30 days or face ouster from the 
united labor movement. 


The 44-year-old Hoffa’s drive for 
leadership of the nation’s largest 
union ran into a massive assault 
on a total of three fronts. He was 
indicted for perjury by a federal 
grand jury, attacked before a Sen- 
ate committee and repudiated by 
the AFL-CIO Executive Com- 
mittee. 

BECK BLASTED 

The executive committee also 
branded Dave _ Beck, retiring 
Teamsters president, and two oth- 
er top leaders as unsuitable for 
further leadership of the nation’s 
largest union. Beck is reported to 
be slated for a $50,000-a-year post 
as president-emeritus. 

Hoffa, Teamsters vice president 
who hopes to be elected president 
at the union’s convention next 
month, was slapped with his sec- 
ond New York indictment in con- 
nection with alleged wiretapping 
of his own union headquarters in 
Detroit. 


The same federal rackets grand 
jury that accused him last May of 
conspiring to spy on his own aides 
charged he lied to the grand jury 
about his relationship with con- 
victed labor racketeer Johnny Dio 
while being questioned about the 
alleged wiretap.

In Washington, Senate witnesses 
said Hoffa used union funds to aid 
a Teamster official who was con- 
victed of accepting payoffs from 
employers and dynamiting proper- 
ty of two union colleagues.

BREWSTER NAMED

Was It Ratified Legally? 


| WASHINGTON, Sept. 25 (?i—The 14th amendment, 
cited by Maj. Gen. Edwin A. Walker at Little Rock to- 
day, became a part of the Constitution early in the Re- 
construction era just after the Civil War. 


It is still a subject of controver- 
‘sy among historians, politicians 
|and others. The main question is 
whether it was legally ratified by 
the requisite number of legitimate 
state governments after Congress 
voted for it June 13, 1866. 


The 14th Amendment 
among other things: 

“‘No state shall make or enforce 
any law which shall abridge the 
privileges or immunities of .citi- 
zens of the United States, nor 
shall any state deprive any _ per- 
son of life, liberty or property 
without due process of law, nor 
deny to any person within its 
jurisdiction the equal protection 
of the laws.”

FLAMES MERGE 
The missile shot almost straight 


up with two jets of flame shooting 
from its tail. It rose to an esti- 
mated 5,000 feet and then started 
drifting to the side. 

The jets of flame seemed to 
melt into one big billow of flame. 


About five seconds later, as the 
rocket was falling sideways it ex- 
ploded into a huge burst of orange 
flames. And that was the end of 
Atlas No. 2. 

Because of the distance, news- 
men heard only a faint rumble 
above the choppy surf when the 
big projectile shot skyward. 


MAYBE INTENTIONAL 


There was speculation that the 
rocket experts exploded the mis- 
sile intentionally when they saw 
it slipping sideways.

“On the same basis as that un- 
der which the 13th Amendment 
became a part of the Constitution, | 
there were 37 states to vote on it | 
and 28 was the required three- | 
fourths. 

“The legislatures of Louisiana | 
and South Carolina, 27th and 28th | 
states, both passed the amend- | 
ment on July 9, and Alabama on_ 
July 13. Meanwhile, New Jersey 
and Ohio had withdrawn their ac- 
ceptance. 


SIGNED BY 29 STATES 


“Secretary (‘of state) Seward 
made a conditional certification of | 
ratification on July 20, 1868; but) 
on July 21, Congress by concur- | 
rent resolution declared that the | 
amendment had been ratified by 
29 states and directed Secretary 
Seward to promulgate it as a part | 
of the Constitution. .

and Paul Downs, 35, of Spring- 
dale, Ark. 

Downs got a bayonet cut in the 
arm apparently because he was 
slow to move when ordered to 
move on. 

Blake refused to move off a 
lawn in front of a private resi- 
dence a block from the school. 
He, his wife, and about a dozen 
civilians were standing on the 
lawn and on the front porch. 
Biake told the troops that he had 
permission of the property owner 
to be there. 

The paratoopers backed a crowd 
of people against the house and 
front porch at bayonet point. 

In the strugglé between Blake 
and the hefty sergeant a flower 
pot was ‘shattered and several 
plants were broken. The porch 
Was spattered with blood. 


Blake’s face was covered with 
blood that fell in steady streams 
over his clothing. He kept mop- 
ping it out of his eyes with a hand- 
kerchief while trying to answer 
reporter's questions and stay out 
of range of the menacing bayonet 
points. 

Blake’s wife, a distinguished- 
looking, well-dressed gray-haired 
woman, kept pulling on his arm 
nervously and crying ‘“‘What did 
they do to you? Oh, let’s get out 
of here, let’s get out of here.” 


Newsmen continued to form 
around Blake despite a sergeant’s 


girls and twa women off a lawn 
across the street from the school. 
The tiny group of civilians was 
forced back for more than a block 
with Maj. James Meyers of San 
Antonio, Tex., an Army 4 
strapped to his side, ordering the 
troops to “move them on back.”’ 
“We've got to keep the gather- 
ings down,” the major said. 
While the crowd was withdraw- 
ing, they yelled, “Gestapo, this 
is like Nazi Germany. This ain't 
America.

The troops holding their bayo- 
nets in a thrusting position 
marched Blake, the newsmen and 
several other civilians about four 
blocks from the school before 
turning back. The troops returned 
to their posts walking backwards 
with their bayonets pointed, as if 
they expected to be attacked. 


“The sergeant said you tried 
to grab his rifle, is that right?’ 
a reporter asked Blake 

“He's a liar,”’” Blake shouted 
back. “I grabbed at it only to 
protect myself—my God, this isn’t 
America!” 

THE TRUTH 

The crowd of people with Blake 
shouted that he was telling the 
truth 

J. W. Stansberry, who lives at 
the house where Blake was at- 
tacked, said, “I didn’t mind the 
civilians being on my property 
I did not like the idea of the 
troops being in my yard.” 

Stansberry’s wife said, ‘‘It scared 
me to death. I’ve never seen 
anything like it: ‘Those troops 
standing outside my door trying 
to kill a man.” 

An airman, in civilian clothes, 
who asked not to be identified 
because of possible consequences 
he might suffer, said he was 
standing in the Stansberry yard 
with Blake and several other per- 


sons when “the troops started 
coming at us from across the 
street.’ 

BACKING UP 


He said that he and the civilians 
began backing up and that the 
sergeant whom he identified as 
May ‘“‘threw the M-1 in the man’s 
face and this fellow (Blake) 
threw his hands up to keep it 
from hitting him.” 

The airman said he saw the 
sergeant strike Blake with the 
butt of the weapon and send him 
sprawling on the steps. 

Another witness gave substan- 
tially the same version. 

A sergeant, believed to be the 
one who struck Blake, was asked 
by a newsman if he had done it. 
The soldier, his fatigues bearing 
the last name of May, refused to 
comment, 

M. Sgt. Paul Mantell of Iowa, 
who was commanding the platoon 
of men that chased Blake and the 
newsman, barked the orders to 
his men to “keep your bayonets 
at their necks.” 

Mantell told the newsmen to 
“set your pictures ,and stories 
later, but move on mov.” 


SEVERAL INCIDENTS 


It was not the first time during 
the day—nor the last—that para- 
troopers chased civilians off 
lawns and porches in the vicinity 
of the school. It happened several 
times. Many of the civilians in- 
volved were women, including 
some teen-agers and some elderly 
women. 

One group of about 16 para- 
troopers, thrusting bayonet-tipped 
M-is in front of them, rushed a 
small group of teen-age boys and

Walker announced that the 
school held a “routine fire drill’’ 
about noon Wednesday.

At one point during his press 
conference, Gen. Walker replying 
to a reporter’s question, said his 
troops were not authorized to go 
on private property. Later he 
gave a vague answer to the same 
question. 

But Walker did say he woud 
“carry enforcement as far around 
the school area as is necessary 
to fulfill my mission.”’ 
NEGROES ARRIVE 

The nine Negro students, six 
girls and three boys, arrived at 
9:25 a.m. (CST), 40 minutes after 
classes began, in an Army four- 
door station wagon. A _ soldier 
was driving the vehicle. 

In the front of the vehicle was 
a jeep with three armed para- 
troopers. Another jeep followed 
the station wagon, also bearing 
three armed soldiers. 

Except for scores of newsmen 
there were very few civilians in 
the vicinity. But the Negroes 
were immediately surrounded by 
20 armed paratroopers who es- 
corted them into the school build- 
ing. 

The building owas_ ringed 
throughout the day with 350 para- 
troopers. Some 25 or 30 addi- 
tional troops were in the school 
building, and several were on the 
roofs of the huge brick building, 
which has roofs from levels of 
three to six stories in height. 

The white students left the 
building at the final bell at 3 
p.m. Wednesday but the Negro 
students did not leave until 20 
minutes later. Despite the fact 
that the building was still ringed 
by 350 armed paratroopers, the 
Negro students were hustled out 
by a side entrance and into a 
waiting Army station wagon. Led 
by a jeep and followed by an-

other, it left the building so 
rapidly that only a few of the 
spectators noticed their depar- 
ture. 


The students were taken to the 
home of Mrs. L. C. Bates, presi- 
dent of the Arkansas chapter of 
the NAACP. There their parents 
met them. 

VERY NICE 

The Negroes said their first 
full day in a previously all-white 
high school was “very nice.” 

‘‘Man, when I go to the Army, 
I’m enlisting in the 10st,” Er- 
nest Green, one of the Negroes 
said. 

White students who attended 
classes with the Negroes told 
how’ troops stationed inside the 
building escorted the Negroes 
from one classroom to another at 
the end of each period.

them if we wanted to,”’ one stu- 
dent said, “and some of us 
would have if they had not been 


protected.” 
Many of the students who at- 
tended classes with the Negroes 


said they did not object to their 
presence. Some of these students 
said they did not want to be 
identified. 

Linda Anderson, 15-year-old jun- 
ior, said that there was a Negro 
girl in her gym class and an- 
other in her typing class. ‘They 
sat right in the middle of the 
class,"’ Linda said, ‘“‘and no one 
seemed to mind.” 

Tommy Farmer, 17, a junior, 
said that a Negro boy was in a 
gym class and was treated just 
about as any other student would 
have been. 

Paratroopers on the roofs had 
radio communication with those 
troops on the grouhd. Hovering 
overhead was an Army helicopter. 
Col. Michael Mulhall of Third 
Army Headquarters in Atlanta, 
who is on special duty as infor- 
mation officer for this Army op- 
eration, said a second helicopter 
is ready for use in case it is 
needed. 

There were no official reports 
on the attendance of the school, 
which has an enrollment of about 
2.000. But it obviously was way 
down, perhaps as much as 50 per 
cent. A number of the students 
walked out of the’ school after the 
arrival of the Negroes. 

Shortly before the Negroes ar- 
rived, Walker addressed the white 
student body and asked that they 
cooperate with his soldiers in 


maintaining order around 
school. 

“You have nothing to fear from 
my soldiers, and no one will inter- 
fere with your coming, going or 
your peaceful pursuit of your 
studies,”” he said. 

“However, | would be less than 
honest if I failed to tell you that 
I intend to.use all means neces 
sary to prevent any interference 
with the execution’ of the plan of 
integration. 

He told the students that his 
soldiers “‘had been carefully in- 
structed not to molest any law- 
abiding citizen in his person or 
property, and they will obey these 
orders.” 

Walker backed up the sergeant 
who struck the civilian, saying 
that he was informed that it was

But -the senator blamed Republi- 
can politics for the federal inter- 
ference and said the use of bay- 
onets was “undoubtedly intended 
to be a precedent to coerce and 
intimidate all of the people of the 
South.” 


The Republicans thought they 
were losing some doubtful Negro 
votes in the North as a result of 
Senate amendments to the civil 
rights bill, Russell said, ‘‘and 
they felt they needed some such 
dramatic action as this to dem- 
onstrate their great love and af- 
fection for the Negro and restore 
their political fortunes.” 


Russell blamed the NAACP and 
outside agitators for the start of 
disorders in Little Rock. 

“T couldn’t help but get a grim 
smile out of the President’s re- 
marks in his television address 
about agitators heing responsible 
for the Little Rock situation,’ he 
said 

“Everyone of the NAACP cases 
resulted from agitation and fi- 
nancing from outside the South,” 
Russell added. 

Overlooked, 


Russell said, is the 


fact that for every troubled 
school like the one in Little Rock 
‘there are several thousand 
where well-fed, well-clad Negro 


children go to school and are get- 
ting as good an education as 
white children. 

“Our people are being made 
grist for the Soviet propaganda 
mill,”” he added as he also took 
a slap at the Voice of America’s 
handling of Little Rock news by 
following what he termed the 
propaganda line of ‘‘extremists”’ 
who say ‘‘the South must integrate 
the schools.”

A Fulton Superior Court jury 
returned its verdict at 11:35 a.m. 
Wednesday after taking the case 


under consideration at 9:40 p.m. 
Tue: . The jury went to a hotel 
at 11:40 p.m. Tuesday and re- 
sumed deliberations at 9:30 a.m. 
Wednesday in the slaying of John- 
ny B. Smith, 27, of Doraville. 


WEEPS AT VERDICT 


Judge Durwood T. Pye pro- 
nounced sentence on Mayfield and 
the 36-year-old insurance man 
burst into tears as he was led out 
of the courtroom. His wife, who 
had admitted infidelities on the 
witness stand which Mayfield 
said caused him to shoot Smith, 
also sobbed after the verdict was 
announced. 


Defense attorney William L. 
Gower contended Mayfield was 
justified in killing Smith, who 
madhaged a supermarket meat 
counter where Mrs. Mayfield 
worked, in order to ‘“‘protect the 
safictity of his home” and to pre- 
vent any acts of adultery between 
Smith and Mrs. Mayfield.

The Fourth National Watershed 
Congress Wednesday heard Sen. 
Talmadge declare that water con- 
servation improvements must be 
measured “in terms of human 
values.” 

“We cannot afford tn this 
country to measure watershed 
improvement in terms of earth 
moved, dams built or steel and 
concrete in place,” Talmadge 
said in a luncheon address at 
the Biltmore Hotel. 


HUMAN VALUES 


“We must measure ft in terms 
of human values—floods prevent- 
ed, lives saved, lands protected, 
electricity produced, homes and 
farms afforded new serivces and 
conveniences,” he said. 


Talmadge advocated establish- 
ment of a basic, long-range pro- 
gram to achieve national water 
conservation goals. 


“We can accomplish our ob- 
pectives by recognizing and ful- 
filling the need for development 
of ample watersheds affording 
conservation of water and soil at 
its source,” he emphasized. 

“This, coupled with large Geor- 
gia reservoirs such as Jim Wood- 
ruff, Allatoona, Buford Dam and 
others will give us an excellent, 
well-rounded water conservation 
program.”

“It is difficult to appraise the 
beneficial influence and the com- 
pensating advantages of water- 
shed development. Impounding 
structures are perhaps the key to 
all such works of improvement.” 


FLOOD DAMAGE PERIL 


The importance of land treat- 
ment in combination with works 
of improvement on small tribu- 
tary streams was outlined by 
Fred Sykes, Kansas State con- 
servationist.

Accordingly, it has decided to 
act as broker, not actually sup- 
plying American weapons, but 
using its good offices with friendly 
European countries to help Tu- 
nisia fulfill its needs from other 
pro-western sources.

Today's four heart contract, 


selected from a recent team- 
of-four match, was set at one 
table on what appeared to be a 
normal line of play. At the other 
table, declarer made four hearts 
by.a method which offered a 
better mathematical chance for 
suctess. 


At table one, West opened the 


queen of clubs and South ruffed 
the continuation. Since it ap- 
peared that he must lose two 
spaties, South decided that the 
fate of the hand rested with the 
heast finesse. He accordingly 
crossed to dummy with the queen 
of diamonds and led the queen 
of hearts. West won and got out 
with a trump. 


While the outlook was dark, | 


thefe existed a remote chance 


that the contract could be brought | § 


in.-Declarer cashed the ace and 
king of diamonds, discarding a 


spade from dummy, and ruffed | 


the fourth diamond. He then 
played the ace of spades and 
then .a little one, in the hope 
thas one of the defenders held 
twa honors alone. 

In. that case, the adversary 
coud not lead without giving 
declarer a ruff in his’own hand 
and the discard of another spade 
out. of dummy. However, this 
play did not come off, and West 
cashed two spade tricks. 

At the other’ table, South 
found a superior line of play. If 
West could be found with the 
jack of diamonds, the success of 
the contract was assured; so at 
trick .three declarer led a low 
diamond to dummy and finessed 
the ten, which held. He then took 
the beart finesse, which failed, 
but he was able to discard two of 
dummy’s spades on the ace and 
king of diamonds giving up in all 
a spade, a heart, and a club. 

Both plans of attack contem- 
plate the heart finesse, but the 
superiority of the second line of 
play is that it depends upon the 
favorable location of the jack of 
diamonds, which is a 50 per cent 
chance. The play for a doubleton 
with two honors in spades is far 
less than even money.

Common

Inflammation of a vein (phle- 
bitis) was a common aftermath 
of surgery a quarter of a century 
ago. It had nothing to do with 
the. operation itself but resulted 
from the subsequent prolonged 


bed rest. The blood flow became 
sluggish and the ensuing stagna- 
tion encouraged clots to form. 

Early ambulation minimizes 
this complication by keeping the 
circulation awake. When the ap- 
pendix is removed, the patient is 
encouraged to sit on the side of 
the bed within 24 hours after 
leaving the operating room. 

He is up and about after a few 
days and may leave the hospital 
by the end of a week. 


When I was an intern, appen- 
dectomy patients stayed in bed 
two weeks and were not al- 
lowed to move during the first 
*0 days. The modern surgeon 
has more confidence in his 
gttiches. 


“Phiebitis has other origins that 
are unrelated to surgery. Inflam- 
mation may follow an unusually 
aetive sport, such as a long hike 
by..a person who doesn’t walk 
much. Conversely, an active in- 
dividual sitting for a long time in 
a’ boat while fishing may develop 
a_clot in a vein. The condition is 
common in older persons, espe- 
cially the inactive who sit for 
hours in a chair with the legs in 
a dependent position. 

Trauma is another factor in the 
development of phlebitis. Oldsters 
are prone to injury because of 
poor eyesight, lack of coordina- 
tion and weakness. Such mishaps 
may be followed by clot forma- 
tidh in the injured vein. 

Phiebitis also may take place 
daring a long convalescence 
from illness, for the same rea- 
son as in the surgical patient— 
sluggish circulation. 


When the involved vein is close 
to.the surface, the area becomes 
red, warm, and tender to the 
touch. Deep vein involvement is 
more difficult to recognize. When 
a vein in the center of a leg is af- 
fected, the calf aches and feels 
stiff. Fever and other signs of in- 
fection are noted. 

Phiebitis of this type is best | 
treated by remaining in bed with 
the inflamed limb elevated dur- 
img the acute stage. Hot packs 
ate applied and many physicians 
recommend an anticoagulant to 
prevent the clot from enlarging. 

The extremities should not be 
massaged, because of the danger 
of dislodging the clot. When in- 
flammation subsides the individ- 
ual is able to be up and about, 
wearing an elastic support on the 
involved leg.

My neighbor down the hall has bought a house. After some 
years of marriage and parenthood he has acquired a mortgage 
and grass to cut and hinges that will need fixing and walls that 
will need painting.

Hungarian Students 
Fit U.S. College Lite

NEW YORK, Sept. 25 (P——A girl, crippled from 
an injury in a Communist concentration camp, limps 


down a corridor in a medical school here. 


She learns 


to stop suffering, not to inflict it. 


A young man takes up his 
books at the University of Flori- 
da. He never was allowed to go 
to college before. The state 
didn’t like his grandfather's 
politics. 

At the University of Indiana, 
another boy plays a trumpet for 
the first time. Back home, he 
was forced to study engineering. 

To these students, ‘‘back 
home” is Hungary. Their new 
homes are dormitories on cam- 
puses in almost every state, 
Puerto Rico and Hawaii. 

They are among nearly 800 
Hungarian refugees studying 
through a special scholarship 
program of the Institute of In- 
ternational Education. 

Last November, the institute, 
primarily an exchange student 
organization, set out to place 
these refugees in colleges with 
the help the World Univer- 
sity Service and the Ford and 
Rockefeller foundations. 

The institute lined up 400 full 
scholarships (“Everything but 
cigaret money’) and many 
partial scholarships. It raised 
$300,000 to supplement these. 
Many students took part-time 
or summer jobs. 


“We had an overwhelming re- 
sponse from colleges,” said 
Richard Raymond, program di- 
rector. ‘‘In light of their regular 
problems, this is remarkable. 
None of the students brought 
school records because most 
of them escaped during the re- 
volt. Our schools accepted them 
sight unseen.”’ 


Most students were freedom 
fighters. They came from 
prisons, work camps and Com- 
munist-run universities. They 
cannot be identified for fear of 
reprisals against families still 
in Hungary. 

About 80 per cent of the stu- 
dents are men, taking engineer- 
ing or science courses. “‘Com- 
munists forced them to take 
technical studies, so they con- 
tinued them here,” said Ray- 
mond. “‘Women wanted to do 
the same. I remember one gir! 
who wanted to be a railroad 
mechanical engineer. But she 
learned girls didn’t do that here 
so she switched to another 
field.”’ 

Most women change to fash- 
ion design, commercial art, 
music or home economics.

Seminole County boat club 
mission for entry to state 


to stop charging public ad- 
property, pointing out that 


free admission to state parks is his department’s “policy.” 


Brinson’s order followed a com- | 


plaint that the Seminole Boating 
Club had charged the public to 
watch boat races on Lake Semi- 
nole, a body of water supplied by 
the new Jim Woodruff Dam. 

Property involved actually be- 
longs to the federal government 
but has been licensed to the state 
for park use. The new state park 
has not been given an official 
name by the General Assembly, 
Brinson said, but Seminole Coun- 
ty residents have already erected 
Signs designating it as Marvin 
Griffin State Park. 

The state parks director wrote 
a letter to Seminole County Com- 
missioner Phil Spooner, commo- 
dore of the boating club, protest- 
ing the charge to the public. His 
letter stated, “Inasmuch as state 
parks are operated for the bene- 
fit of the citizens and public, it 
is against the policy of this de- 
partment to charge admission to 
any state park. We expect you to 
comply with this request.” 

Spooner said races had been 
staged only once and “‘would not 
be repeated on a paid-admission

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Stock Market 
A Test of Its

NEW YORK, Sept. 25—The stock market is 
making a test of 'the February lows. Practically all 
the gains of the year have been lost and for a third 
of the list more than that. 
Ten weeks age—a very short space of time—the market made 
a high for the year. This culminated a winter and spring rise that 
_was es to earlier brokerage opinion. 

3 At the lows in February, general opinion 
leaned to the bearish side. Then, the market re- 
covered, coming within a couple of points of its 
all-time high. 


The situation was duplicated yesterday. This 
is the one ray of hope as to the near-term mar- 
ket. When there is general agreement on the 
market it is usually time to watch out. This 
is the rule whether the opinion is overwhelm- 
ingly bullish or bearish. 


Bs ' This has been a decline due more to a ‘lack 
Leslie Gould of buying rather than any concentration of sell- 
ing. Volume of trading has been light, until the 10th of the “blue 
Mondays.” The market has sold off every Monday since topping 
out in mid-July. 

On the last “blue Monday,” nearly a third of the issues traded 
made new lows for the year. One stock—Holland Furnace—made a 
new high. This is one of those small capitalization issues where an 
outside group bought in. 

This was the first day where trading volume really expanded, 

3,160,000 shares changing hands. 

Technical conditions within the market have had more to do 
with the later phases of the selling than news. Until the surprise 
Briitsh increase in the bank rate to check the inflation, there had 
been little news to influence the market. 


The Federal Reserve here, with its tight money policy, has 
been the major force contributing to the stock market’s uncer- 
tainty. It has been working for a year and a half to shake some 
of the confidence out of the boom. It is now having some success 
along this line. 


The Federal Reserve, though, has been tackling the inflation 
from the credit angle, when this is a wage-price inflation. By mak- 
ing money expensive, it has added to the cost of doing business and 
thus added to the inflation. 


Prosperity Lacks Profit 

The basic concern of the market is the squeeze on profits. For 
an increasing number of important companies and industries this 
Is becoming a profitless prosperity. The airlines and the railroads 
are two good examples of this, and more and more manufacturing 
tompanies are finding themselves faced with the same situation. 
High volume, but shrinking profits. Federal Reserve ignores this. 


The actual trend of business is having little influence on the 
market. There has been a slowdown in the boom, but it is more 


of a leveling out rather than any receding of activity except in 
some individual lines. 


The bright spot in bustness !s the continued high consumer 
spending. ‘his fooled the experts three to four years ago when they 
were predicting a recession: 


Dow Jones Drops Steadily 

The market from a low of 453.07 in the Dow Jones industrial 
price averages in-February climbed-to a high of 523.11 in mid 
July. Since then it has been steadily declining, stopping first 
around the 470 level in late August and again earlier this month, 
with a rally in between.
